This month, as threatened, we begin a series on studio production in response to requests from loyal 
readers. We'll continue the series as long as we have contributions from experienced producers, and/or 
more questions from the peanut gallery... 

Studio Techniques: The Digital Studio 
By Woody B. Serious of Up Your Radio Shortwave 

Digital production opens a whole new realm of possibilities, allowing the broadcaster to create his own 
unique version of reality. 

For example, in past UYR broadcasts, you heard Newt Gingrich (in his own voice!) criticizing Woody 
B. Serious for the liberal bias on pirate radio... Pat Buchanan speaking to the Christian Coalition in 
four-letter expletives... and you learned out about a miracle allergy remedy that whitens your teeth! All 
of which would have been impossible without digital production. 

All it takes is a PC with a good sound card and the right software, a cassette deck, and a warped 
imagination. Our earliest programs were done with a 486 DX4/100, but because youll be working 
with some enormous .WAV files, the faster the better. Get a good sound card, like a Sound Blaster32. 
The software is what makes it all happen. We recommend the Cool95 editor from Syntrillium 
Software, which is available as shareware on the internet. If you cant do it with Cool95, it cant be 



is a great place to get material for editing. Tape a speech and listen for ideas on how to re- 
words for comic effect, then have at it! Pay special attention to tone and inflection. Begin your 
slice job with no preconceived idea of how it will end up. Let it take on its own personality and go for 
the laughs. 

If you have any natural aptitude for this type of thing, you'll tune your ear to the point where youll be 
creating words from portions of other words. 
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Record your music and commentaries as separate files, plan a program, then start cutting and pasting. 
Youll end up with a huge WAV file which may then be recorded back to a cassette for broadcast via 



Youll notice I didnt go into the specifics of how to perform each function. That' 
convinced everyone has to find his (or her) own approach. Imagination and technology i 
meeting point in your mind's eye.

Always use the address announced in the broadcast; it is the most current. If no address is announced, 
use the one listed here. If the station has no listed address, you can try sending a report to one of the 
major maildrops and crossing your fingers. 

Always enclose adequate postage with your report for forwarding and reply. Never expect a 
'droperator to pay the postage for your QSL - most will not do so. Enclose three mint First Class 
stamps if you live in the same country as the station; otherwise US$1 or a couple IRCs should do the 
trick. For pirate outside your country, enclose three or four IRCs or a dollar or two. NOTE: do NOT 
enclose a SASE unless the station specifically requests that you do so. 

Remember that announcing a maildrop is not the same thing as guaranteeing a QSL, so dont blame 
the 'droperator if you never hear from the station. We are not QSL Managers, after all, we only handle 
the mail. Station Ops should keep their promises. 

One final tip: Avoid asking about station location. It's a dumb question that Operators only answer to 
mislead correspondents. Most Ops, how ever, will answer questions about power or equipment, and

CLANDESTINES 

For about three or four months now, Henrik Klemetz has been pointing out in his Colombian Dateline 
Bogota bulletin that there has been activity on the clandestine front in Colombia. He sometimes hears Radio 
Patria Libre, the ELN clandestine that disappeared for a couple of years. In Cumbre DX#M3, they cite mid- 
November loggings from Henrik of La Voz de la Resistencia, a similar station. Henrik said that he had been 
hearing this one dairy except November 1 5 on 623 1 . 1 kHz, withtimeslistedas21 50-2220 UTC 1 lenrik says 
that the station is mainly a music operation, but he once heard "an open letter to the nation's President from 
guerrilla leader Alfonso Cano." 

I have been tuning in vain for both Patria Libre and La Voz de la Resistencia for several months now. 
BBCMS cites Klemetz with a report that Radio Patria Libre is currently off the air after a brief reactivation on 
6250 kHz, but Klemetz claims almost daily reception of Resistencia. BBCMS quotes an ID from Klemetz: 
"Esta es Voz de la Resistencia transmitiendo desde las montanas del oriente Colombiano; Fuerzas Armadas 
Revolucionarias de Colombia, ejercito del pueblo." This translates to This is Voice of the Resistance 
transmitting from the eastern Colombian mountains; Revolutionary Armed Forces of Colombia, army of the 
people. 

My Rockwell Collins Propman software suggested that during the late summer and early fall this time period 
was too early for reception of the stations on 49 meters from Colombia. But, now that winter conditions are 

November 24 was no reception for a 100 watt transmitter, vaguely possible reception for a 1,000 watt 
transmitter, and reasonable reception for a 5,000 watt transmitter between Medcllin, Colombia and Cleveland, 
Ohio. These predictions gradually get better into December as sunset gets even earlier, and they would be 
better for DXers east of Cleveland where darkness falls more quickly. I still tune around when I have the 
chance, but I've had no luck so far. I also have seen no logs of the clandestines from North American DXers in 
bulletins, although Henrik seems to continually hear them from Colombia. How about it? Has anybody else 
managed to snag these reactivated Colombian clandestines? 

In case you are not aware of it, ACE member Ulis Fleming is still a distribution editor at Cumre DX, where his 
services are very valuable.

m the latest Gifford Pinchot DXpedition. Every winter DXers gather at Gifford 
Pinchot State Park between York and Harrisburg, Pennsylvania to scan the SWBC bands for DX. The latest 
event, attended by Dave Valko, Fred Kohlbrenner, Bob Montgomery, Kris Field, and Rich, was held 
November 7-10. 

Rich heard the Voice of the Iraqi People with a fair to good signal on November 7 from 1 823-1 840 on 9568.3 
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1825 UTC. According to BBCMS via Monitoring Times, this one announces a schedule on 1053, 9380, 
9560, 9570, 9980, 1 1710, and 15235 kHz. BBCMS confirms that between 1500 and 1700 UTC diey hear 
them on 9285. 956Z 9568. 985Z and 1 1713 kHz. 

Rich reports poor signals with fair peaks from Radio Mogadishu, The Voice of the Somali on 6854 1 
1956-2025 UTC on November 7. Some of the show was in Somali, but at 1957 there was an 
marching band music, and an English language newscast. Here's a target that actually can p 
programming content that we can understand, so you probably will want to check this one out 

IVe been to the GitTord Pinchot DXpedition before, where I strung up a 500 foot longwire that produced 
amazing signals. Il'you get a chance to get away from the house to a remote low noise environment where you 
can erect long antennas, youll be stunned at the improvement in signal levels that you can hear. 



Our ACE Veried Response editor John T. Arthur of New York checks in to the Clandestine Profile column 
this month. He says that he received a pink full data form letter QSL from Radio Kudirat Nigeria in 81 days. 
John's report went to their United Kingdom address. As was the case with similar letters received by other 
DXers, the station promised QSL cards when they are printed. John notes that he now has three clandestine 
QSL's, and at the rate that he is going, he expects to qualify for an ACE Clandestine Award in about 20 years! 

As far as I know, the station still is scheduled for an hour at 1905 on 6205 kHz. RFPI has replaced them in 
LSB at their old 2100 time slot I did have some difficulty checking into the Sentech web site in South Africa 
that lists the current official schedule; perhaps the server was down. You might want to go there at 
http:/Avww.senteckcn£a/meyertoahtml to see if there have been any recent time adjustments. 

VORGAN AND YODER 

Pirate expert and ACE member Andrew Yodcr of Pennsylvania sent in a clandestine item this month. He 
mailed a report to VORGAN. the Voice of the Resistance of the Black Cockerel, in care of a Washington, IX) 
address that was listed in the 1996 edition of Passport to World Band Radio. This report was returned to 
sender by the post office, marked "Moved Not Forwardable." I checked the new 1997 edition of Passport, 
and it turns out that the station has a different address, albeit still in Washington. If you have reports to send to 
this one, the current address is supposed to be via the Free Angola Information Service, 1629 K Street NW, 
Suite 503, Washington, DC 20006. Larry Magne tells me that they put a lot of effort into the expanded 
address section in the 1997 Passport, so at least as of the book's press time, this address was OK Passport 
now lists the station under Angola rather than as a clandestine, since it now has achieved governmental 
recognition after the peace settlement there. 

Andrew also notes that he has not heard Liberia on 5 100 lately, although I did hear the Libcrian Broadcasting 
Service there about 3 or 4 weeks ago. This one is not literally a clandestine, but given the unstable government 
in that country, I suppose ifs hard to tell what is governmental and what is clandestine radio in that part of 



JejrWhrte at WRMj on 9955 kHz in Miami forwards the station's current schedule a 
several programs that are being scheduled for the holidays. They still carry three hours of the La Voz de la 
Fundacion program from Jorge Mas Canosa's Cuban American National Foundation at 1 100 UTC Mondays 
through Fridays, but the schedule is otherwise devoid of quasi-clandestine shows. In fact, they almost cany as 
many pirate station relays as they do clandestine relays. For instance, a special broadcast from Southern 
Musk Radio in New Zealand is scheduled on Saturday December 14 at 0200 UTC. A special Christmas 
edition from Europirate Radio Waves International is scheduled at 0200 on December 27, which will be 
bilingual in French and English. Rock-It Radio is scheduled regularly on Sundays at 2000 UTC. 

You might wonder what their programming consists of besides pirates and clandestines. They produce Viva 
Miami, a feature program, and they also air Wavescan on various days and times. The bulk of the schedule,

But, BBCMS says that they probably use a transmitter located in Uvira, Zaire. With good winter African

■- According to a Radio Netherlands Media Network report cited by BBCMS, Canadian neo- 
Nazi Ernst Zundel is now using a 1386 kHz medium wave transmitter in Bolshokovo (Kaliningrad), Russia 
for a German language broadcast at 1900 UTC on Saturdays. Zundel uses a Voice of Freedom program ID 
for this one. He also operates a web site with a http://www.webcoiacuni/%7Eemiidel/eiigfeh/ 
welcome.html URL. Al last year's Hatteras DXpedition in Buxton, North Carolina, I heard this same 
transmitter with a relay of Radio Netherlands featuring Jonathan Marks, so the signal can make it into the 
eastern part of North America under good conditions. But, the 1900 time frame is probably too early even for 
east coast DX locations. 

Afghanistan- BBCMS says that Radio Afghanistan, a new station opposing the Taliban forces currently 
controlling the Afghan government, was noted October 29 with a transmission on 7100 kHz between 0730- 
0840 UTC. A second announced broadcast for an hour at 0730 UTC has not been confirmed by BBCMS. 
The broadcast accused Taliban forces of being ""Pakistan's puppets," and promised decisive military attacks 
against them. BBCMS believes that the clandestine is the voice of ousted President Borhanoddin Rabbani, 
who was kicked out of office when Taliban forces took over Kabul in September. The clandestine also 
accused the Taliban government of involvement in drug smuggling. If you'd prefer the Taliban government 
version of Afghan events, BBCMS observes the regular Radio Afghanistan (sometimes calling itself the Voice 
of Shari'ah) on 1 107, 1278. and 7200 kHz from 0130-0330 and 1330-1600 UTC, with extended hours on 
Fridays to 0800 UTC. 

Iraq- There seems to be an unlimited supply of Iraqi clandestines. Recent BBCMS reports suggest that Radio 
of Islam, Voice of the Islamic Movement in Iraqi Kurdistan is on for an hour at 1700 UTC on 4136, 4400, 
and 6305 kHz. They hear Radio of Jihad, the Voice of the Islamic Movement in Iraq, for two hours at 1700 
UTC on 1112 kHz MW. Finally, BBCMS heard Voice of Rebellious Iraq from 1300-1530 UTC on 6080 
kHz, although they note that this one "is subject to frequent breaks in transmission, with the station 
disappearing for more than 30 minutes at a time." VORI also uses medium wave for two hours at 2030 UTC 
on 1386 kHz.

Additional interesting data are provided on total power of transmitters in use by country, 
crosstabluations by country and power, etc. I found that no transmitters are listed specifically as clandestine, 
although the book does cover the Sentech facility at Meyerton, South Africa that is used by Radio Kudirat 
Nigeria. The third edition of this book, TDPSW-96, is available for $7 US or $10 Canadian from Ludo Moes, 
PO Box 1 , 23 1 0 Rijkevorsel, Belgium. Tell him that ACE sent you!
